Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1961. 

The  Report  is  given  in  its  usual  form.  In  the  first  part  of  the 
Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF,  STATISTICS,  HEALTH 
SERVICES  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE,  are  combined  to  show 
particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In 
the  second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each  of 
the  five  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
of  the  District,  HOUSING  and  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 
OF  FOOD.  Separate  Reports  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  not 
given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

The  POPULATION  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  for  mid- 1961  was  114,170,  an  increase  of  3,670  over 
the  mid-1960  figure.  The  population  figures  for  each  District  are 
given  on  page  11,  together  with  the  estimated  population  for  the 
previous  year;  an  increase  in  population  occurred  in  each  of  the  five 
Districts  in  the  Area.  The  Registrar-General  states  that  in  making 
the  mid-1961  estimates  regard  has  been  had  to  the  preliminary  results 
of  the  Census  enumeration  of  the  23rd  April,  1961,  adjusted  for 
various  factors. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE!  (number  of  births  per  1,000  popula¬ 
tion)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  16.12  compared  with  16.35  for  the 
Area  in  1960.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1961  was 
17.4;  this  was  0.3  higher  than  that  for  1960  and  the  highest  since 
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The  CRUDE;  DEATH  RATE  (number  of  deaths  per  1,000  popiha- 
tion)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  11.35  compared  with  12.0  for 
England  and  Wales;  the  death  rate  for  1960  m  the  Joint  Area  was 

10.8. 


In  the  table  of  statistics  on  page  12,  in  addition  to  the  Crude 
Birth  and  Death  Rates  for  the  individual  Districts,  the  Adjusted 
Birth  and  Death  Rates  are  also  shown.  These  Adjusted  Rates  are 
obtained  by  multiplying  the  Crude  Rates  by  the  Comparability 
Factors  for  the  individual  Districts  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General, 
the  Factor  makes  allowances  for  the  different  sex  and  age  distribution 
of  the  population  in  a  particular  District,  and  so-  allows  the  Rates 
better  to  be  compared  with  one  another  and  with  the  Birth  and  Death 
Rates  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was 
25  5  compared  with  21.4  for  England  and  Wales,  the  lowest  ever 

recorded  in  this  country. 

The  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  4  weeks)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health 
Area  was  19.5  compared  with  15.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  EARLY  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of 

deaths  of  infants  under  1  week)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint 
Area  was  18.4. 

The  PERINATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (stillbirths  and  deaths 
under  1  week  combined)  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  for  the  Joint 
Area  was  32.6. 

No  MATERNAL  DEATHS  occurred  in  1961. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH.  A  table  showing  the  causes  of  death  is 
given  on  page  13.  Coronary  Disease  was  the  commonest  cause  of 
Male  deaths  and  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  of  Female 
deaths.  Malignant  Disease  of  the  Lung  or  Bronchus  accounted  for 
60  deaths  during  the  year  and  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  for  8  deaths. , 
Motor  vehicle  accidents  caused  14  deaths  compared  with  12  for  the : 
previous  year. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  is  shown  for 
each  District  on  pages  16  to  18.  Measles  was  prevalent  during  the ; 
first  half  of  the  year.  No  cases  of  diptheria  were  notified  during  1961. 
No  deaths  occurred  from  scarlet  fever  or  whooping  cough;  one  death 
occurred  from  measles. 
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Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

During  1961,  one  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was  notfied;  the 
patient  came  from  France  and  was  ill  on  arrival. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  and  deaths  from  acute  pohomyelitis 
in  the  Area  from  1947,  when  the  disease  first  became  prevalent,  were 
as  follows: —

On  page  21  figures  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  show 
the  number  of  injections  given  in  the  various  age  groups  during  the 
year  1961  under  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Scheme. 

Tuberculosis. 

During  1961,  notifications  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
totalled  45  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  6;  in  the  previous  year 
there  were  25  pulmonary  cases  and  3  non-pulmonary.  There  were  8 
deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  but  none  from  non-pulmonary. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949:  Section  29. 

(Under  this  Section  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  prohibit  milk 
from  being  used  for  human  consumption  or  require  it  to  be  treated 
before  being  used,  if  this  appears  to-  him  to-  be  necessary  to-  pre¬ 
vent  the  spread  of  disease.) 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  this  Section. 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948:  Section  47.  (Removal  to-  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.) 

During  1961,  it  was  necessary  to-  apply  for  an  Order  for  removal 
to  an  Old  Persons’  Home  of  a  woman  aged  81  years  living  in  the  Ton- 
bridge  Rural  District.  She  was  removed  to  a  Home  and  settled  down 
comfortably. 

Legislation. 

A  list  of  the  New  Acts  and  Regulations  affecting  the  Public  Health 
Department,  which  came  into  operation  during  the  year,  are  given  on 
page  15. 

Smoking  and  Health. 

In  the  Spring  of  1962,  following  the  Report  by  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  on  “  Smoking  and  Health  ”,  the  Minister  of  Health 
asked  Local  Health  Authorities  to  use  all  their  channels  of  health 
education  to  make  the  conclusions  of  the  Report  widely  known  and  to 
bring  home  to-  the  public  the  dangers  to  health  of  smoking,  particu¬ 
larly  of  cigarettes.  District  Councils  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  are 
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co-operating  with  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  this  work  and  I  take 
this  opportunity  of  stressing  my  personal  conviction  of  its  importance, 
more  especially  I  feel  it  isi  important  to  do  everything  possible  to 
dissuade  young  people  from  starting  smoking. 

Health  Education. 

On  the  13th  March,  1962,  a  successful  one-day  Course  on  Health 
Education  was  held  in  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District  Council  Chamber. 
The  principal  Speaker  was  Dr.  A.  J.  Dalzell-Ward,  Medical  Director, 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education.  Members  and  Officials  from 
the  Borough  of  Royal  Tunbridge  Wells  and  from  the  District  Councils 
of  the  Joint  Health  Area  attended  the  Course. 

Home  Safety. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  reporting  that  during  1961  Home  Safety 
Committees  were  set  up  in  Tonbridge  Rural  and  Southborough  Urban 
Districts  so  that  now  in  all  five  Districts  of  the  Joint  Health  Area  the 
excellent  work  of  home  accident  prevention  is  going  actively  forward. 

I  have  once  again  great  pleasure  in  taking  this  opportunity  of 
extending  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Members  and  Officials  of  the 
District  Councils,  the  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  Area,  the  staff  of 
the  County  Health  Department,  the  voluntary  workers  in  the  Area 
and  my  own  staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation  during  the  year.

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Routine  examinations  are  made  of  the  various  forms  of  supply 
where  mains  are  not  available. 

As  a  result  of  these  investigations  water  was  connected  from  an 
existing  borehole  to  two  cottages  previously  utilising  rain  water. 
Storage  facilities  were  improved  in  one  instance,  and  a  well  was 
thoroughly  cleansed  resulting  in  reinstatement  of  a  satisfactory 
supply.

2 .  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  are  generally  satisfactory.  Much  work  has  been  undertaken  in 
recent  years  and  progress  continues  to  be  made.  At  Penshurst  a 
new  sewage  disposal  works  is  required  and  a  scheme  has  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Ministry.  Disposal  arrangements  are  unsatisfactory  at 
Crockham  Hill  and  Little  Hawden  and  new  schemes  are  being  pre¬ 
pared.  Consideration  will  also  require  to  be  given  to  disposal  arrange¬ 
ments  at  Chiddingstone  Causeway.

Cafes,  Restaurants  and  Canteens — Routine  visits  are  carried  out 
and  any  contraventions  found  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  occu¬ 
pier  of  the  premises.  All  the  defects  found,  which  were  of  a  minor 
character,  were  rectified  during  the  year. 

In  general  a  good  standard  is  maintained  and  every  opportunity  is 
taken  on  routine  calls  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  employees  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Bakehouses — A  good  standard  has  been  maintained  and  routine 
visits  brought  to  light  one  defect  which  was  remedied.  A  further 
bakehouse  has  been  closed  during  the  year,  following  the  trend  of  the 
past  10  years,  during  which  period  16  bakehouses  have  been  taken 
out  of  production.  This  is  allied  to  the  retail  in  the  area  of  a  large 
amount  of  bread  which  is  produced  in  factory  bakehouses  outside 
the  Council’s  area.

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The  retail  trades  carried  out  from  the  15  vehicles  operating  from 
within  the  area,  include  catering  (1),  grocery  (2),  greengrocery  (7) 
and  the  sale  of  fish  (5).  A  number  of  other  vehicles  operate  from 
outside  the  area  and  are  mainly  engaged  in  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 
Regular  inspections  have  been  carried  out  and  a  good  standard  is 
maintained. 

There  are  two  poultry  packing  stations  in  the  district  and  regular 
visits  are  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  good  food  hygiene  practice. 
One  defect  which  came  to  light  was  quickly  remedied  and  otherwise 
conditions  were  satisfactory. 

Though  no  Clean  Food  Campaigns  have  been  held,  every  oppor¬ 
tunity  is  taken  on  routine  visits  to  food  premises  to  keep  the  staffs 
concerned  aware  of  the  high  standard  of  hygiene  which  is  necessary 
when  handling  food.

A  well  supply  serving  an  isolated  dwelling  in  the  Parish  of  Hadlow 
was  found  to  be  badly  contaminated.  The  occupants  were  advised  to 
boil  the  water  before  use  and  the  owner  requested  that  a  main  supply 
should  be  laid  on.  The  cost  of  providing  a  mains  supply  is  being  in¬ 
vestigated. 
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Two  cottages  in  the  Parish  of  Pembury  which  received  their  water 
from  a  contaminated  well  were  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts 
and  closed. 

During  the  year  the  following  mains  extension  was  carried  out: — 

Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company 
(within  Company’s  Statutory  Area) 

34  yards  3  inch  dia.  main  .  Riding-  Lane,  Hildenborough. 

Borough  of  Royal  Tunbridge  Wells  Water  Undertaking. 

Mains  extensions  were  carried  out  on  new  housing  sites  at  Woods- 
gate  Close,  Lyndhurst  Estate  and  Highfields  Site,  Pembury. 

A  short  extension  was  carried  out  at  Third  Street,  Langton 
Green  and  a  new  extension  at  Rectory  Lane  site,  Bidborough. 
A  6  inch  trunk  main  from  the  Water  Tower  has  now  been  com¬ 
pleted  resulting  in  improved  supply  to  Pembury. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  1961/62  a  sewage  pumping  station  and  pumping  main  were 
constructed  to  convey  the  sewage  from  the  Pixot  Hill  area  of  Brench- 

iey  (pop.  108  persons)  for  treatment  at  the  Brenchley  Sewage  Dis¬ 
posal  Works. 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  due  to  new  housing  developments 
certain  of  the  sewage  works  have  become  overloaded.  An  extensive 
program  for  re-designing  works  in  Paddock  Wood  (including  Five 
Oak  Green),  Speldhurst,  Hadlow,  Pembury,  Horsmonden  and  Hilden¬ 
borough  has  been  agreed.  In  addition  the  following  improvements 
are  proposed  : — 

Sewage  from  Matfield  and  Petteridge  will  be  treated  in  extended 
works  at  Brenchley. 

At  Groombridge,  either  new  works  will  be  constructed  or,  by 
arrangement  with  Uckfield  Rural  District,  sewage  will  be  discharged 
to  that  Council’s  pumping  station  in  New  Groombridge. 

Bidborough  Sewage  Works  will  be  abandoned  and  arrangements 
made  with  the  Southborough  Urban  District  Council  for  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  sewage  into1  their  works. 

This  extensive  programme  is  throwing  great  strain  on  the  Council’s 
staff  but  the  work  is  being  pushed  forward  as  speedily  as  possible. 

3.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  nine  to  ten  day  collection  period  was  reduced  to  seven  days 
during  the  year  and  this  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained.

Three  new  cafe  premises  opened  during  the  year  and  these  are 
equipped  with  hygienic  facilities  and  comply  in  every  respect  with  the 
Regulations.  One  kitchen  at  a  licensed  premises  was  completely 
modernised  and  one  cafe  kitchen  provided  with  more  hygienic  equip¬ 
ment.  Defects  found  in  the  majority  of  premises  were  of  a  minor 
nature  and  were  rectified  when  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  pro¬ 
prietors. 

One  bakehouse  was  closed  during  the  year.  Minor  faults  were 
remedied  at  the  remaining  five  premises. 

Conditions  at  the  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
Preserved  Food  (Section  16,  Food  and  Drugs  Act)  were  generally 
satisfactory. 

Faults  of  a  minor  nature  were  rectified  at  four  grocers’  premises; 
kitchen  facilities  were  improved  at  one  fried  fish  shop.  Facilities  were 
improved  at  a  number  of  licensed  premises. 

Food  stalls  operate  mainly  during  the  soft  fruit  season.  Several 
vehicles  operating  as  mobile  grocers  and  one  for  fried  fish  and  chips 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  one  food  factory  at  Pembury  is  engaged  in  the  cooking  and 
processing  of  pork ;  smells  arising  from  the  cooking  process:  have  now 
been  abated. 
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There  was  no  organised  clean  food  campaign  during  the  year  but 
the  usual  practice  of  instructing  food  handlers  was  maintained  during 
routine  inspections  of  premises.

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  at  cafes, 
restaurants  and  canteens  for  enforcement  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.
